Tue second-half of the previous week had been characterised by abnormally high tem- 
ture over the province, but weather had been fine in all districts. On the lst of Marck, 
or the first day of the week under review, the pressure changes over Bengal were remark- 
ably small, but temperaturo was falling rather briskly, weather was fine with almost cloudless 


skies, and winds wore usually light, being more or less: westerly over the western half of the © 


province, and more or less easterly over the eastorn half. On the 2nd a moderate to brisk 
fall of pressure had occurred, and pressure became in defect by amounts ranging up to about 
a tenth of an inch at some of the northorn stations; temperature on this day was generally 
rising, and weather remained fine. No practical change in the weather took placo on the 3rd, 
except that a rather brisk fall of temperature was occurring. On the 4th a moderate increase 
of pressure was recorded over a large = of the province, specially in the northern districts, 
and hence the low pressure area over Bengal had partly filled up. On the other hand a large 
shallow low pressure area appeared on this day on the north-west frontier, and on the 5th this 
depression had moved over the Indus Valley with its contre near Jacobabad. In Bengal there 
was, however, practically no change in the weather on the 5th, and pressure was falling slowly, 
while temperature was rising moderately. Cloud proportion had, however, increased, but 
weather was fine. Onthe 6th the depression over the Indus Valley still existed, while a 


second small depression formed over the Southern Punjab, and hence weather over North- ~ 


Western India was generally disturbed. Tho pressure changes in Bongal were, however, 


still small, while temperature continued to rise, and weather was fine except at Gnatong, »y

where a snow-storm was reported. On the 7th, or the last day of the week, pressure was 


falling slowly to moderately over Bengal, avd it had become in dofect by amounts of more 
than a tenth of an inch over the western half of the province. ‘l'emporature on the other 
hand had increased, and the mean temperature was in excess of the normal by from 5° to 9° 
over the central and westera parts of the province. South-westerly winds had set in at all 
except a few of the eastern and northern stations, and af the head of the Bay strong wiuds 
were blowing. Weather, however, continued fine, and no rain had fallen, 

Pressure.—The mean pressure for the week has been in defect of the normal at all 
stations, except at Darjeeling, where it has been practically normal, The usual defect has 
varied from 0:06” to 0:08". 


Temperature.—The average mean temperature for the week has been in excess in all , 


districts, the variation being 2°6° for the whole province. The largest excess has been recorded 
in Chota Nagpur, where it has been 3°2°. 

The actual averago temperatures registered in the province for the week and the variation 
from their normal values are, however, best seen in the table below, where the average tem- 
perature data for niue selected stations in different districts of the province are given :—

** (4) In view of the above order and the circular letter issued by Mr. Forbes, 
Commissionor of the Patna Division, to all Magistrates within his jurisdiction, 
recommending that whipping should be inflicted by Magistrates in certain class 
R ‘of cases referred to in that circular letter, willthe Government be pleased, in the 
spirit of the circular letter issued by the Bengal Government, No. 446J., dated 
the 29th August, 1893, based on the orders of the Secretary of State, containing 
the clear and distinct declaration that it is not open to any executive or adminis- 
trative officer, “to adopt any action which may have a tendency to shake public 
confidence in the decisions of Courts of J ustice,” to issue a circular letter or take 
such other action as to the Government may seem fit, with a view to prevent 
interference by executive order with the judicial discretion of Magistrates—a 
roceeding which is calculated, in the words of the circular letter of the Bengal 
overnment referred to above, “‘ to shake public confidence in the decisions of 
Courts of Justice.” 


The Hon’ble Mr. Corrow replied :— 


“The following is the order of the District Magistrate of Khulna referred 
to in the Hon’ble Member’s question :— 


' 
‘In most stamp cases the law allows the Collector to compound, but fixes a minimum of 
Rs. 5, which he can accept. In the case of receipts, &c., stamped with ono-anna receipt 
stamp, the law does not allow him to compound: he must prosecute. It is clear that the law 
intends the punishment to be more severe in such cases, and a Magistrate who passes an order 
of fine of less than Rs. 5 defeats the object of the law.

| “The Lieutenant-Governor is advised that this order is based upon an 
rte gd appreciation of the law, and has therefore directed that it be with- 
rawn.

> ‘A MAGISTRATE WHIPPING CART-DRIVER. 


[To the Editor of the Zndian Mirror.) 


Sin,—Kindly allow me a little space in your far-famod newspaper to divulge. a secret, 
clearly showing how brutally our district authorities deal with their poor, dumb Indian 
subjects in the dark recesses of the distant mufassal. ‘Che other day Mr. Windsor, the present 
Magistrate and Collector of Burdwan, went to Memari on tour. Here, as His Honour was 
driving along a road, a poor bullock cart-driver chanced to sto his course with his cart. It 
goes without ae that the poor driver was, at that time, unable to manage his bullocks ; in 
consequence His Honour had to wait afew moments on the road. This audacious impu- 


— on the part of the poor cart-driver was no longer bearable-to the hot-blooded, impetuous 


glishman. Mr. Windsor waited, fiercely frowning upon him, In an instant, his hand 
was seen to rise ; he took aim at the pale face of the cart-driver, and for the next few moments 
the glittering lash of his long whip was playing in the air and on the face of the innocent 
man to the rapid musical tune of shop a shop! Then, oh! the most heart-rending of scenes 
ensued : in torrents blood gushed out from the nostrils and different parts of the man’s face. 
We would not speak a word more on this subject. Will Mr. Windsor now have the temerity 
to deny the perpetration of this abominable deed? Does he think that this and the like 
despotic acts of his perpetrated in the obscure nooks of tho remote mufassal will escape the 
notice of the higher authorities? I ask, is this the outcome of the education Mr. Windsor 
has received? Has Mr. Windsor forgotten, in the reckless pride of vigorous youth, that the 
silent tears and sighs of the innocent man and his relatives have been marked by One above, 
that the painful appeal of the wounded man hastready gone up before that Mighty Judge 
in whose eye there is no distinction between man and man, between a Magistrate and a cart- 
driver.

Does the Government think it desirable that the provisions of the Arms Act 
should be enforced with such exceptional rigour?

“The facts are substantially as stated in the Hon’ble Member’s question. 
The fines inflicted may be considered to have been severe, but it must be 
remembered that exemplary punishments are occasionally called for to ensure 
that the provisions of the law are complied with, and the Joint-Magistrate of 
the 24-Parganas has explained that out of 4,340 renewals which were due on 
the Ist of January last, applications for renewal within that date had, notwith- 
standing that the date of expiry of the license is clearly entered in each form, 
been made in 425 cases only. There has been great remissness among the 
licensees of the district, and it was thought necessary to make an example of 
some of the offenders. The Government sees no reason to interfere.”

TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF FEBRUARY 1896. 


Tae most important features in- the meteorology of Bengal and Assam in February “We 
haye been— * 


1. The mean pressure of the month has been below the normal over the whole province, 
tho defoct ranging from 0-05” in the extreme west of the province at Buxar to about 0-02” 
at the stations of Sibsagar aud Silchar in Avsam, At the great majority of stations the 
defect has been from 0:3” to 0:04.” * , 

The average day or maximum temperatures have been above the normal except 
in Assam and at Qhittagong, The excess has been largest in the extreme west of the 
province, where it has been from 5° to 6,° and over a Jarge part of the remainder it has been 
equal to 8° and 4.° The night or minimum temperatures have also been usually in excess 
by from about 1° to 3.°. The mean temperature of the whole province for the month has 
therefore been in excess by about 2° to 4,° 

8. In the case of humidity, the air has been much drier than usual at almost all 
stations in Bengal, but in Assam, on the other hand, the atmosphere has been rather damper 
than usual. Clond proportion has also been slightly below the normal in Bengul and in 
slight excess in Assam. 

4, Winds have been strongly westerly at all except a few of the extreme eastern and 
north-eastern stations, and they have usually been only light in force. 

The barometric depressions originating in or coming from North-Western India 
towards Bengal have been rather numerous, but not very important in character, Th 
have usually given waves of high temperature and humidity, which have lasted for several 
days, but otherwise have scarcely affected the weather over the province, except in one or 
two instances Hence the weather in February has been generally fine for the greater part 
of the period. 

6. The rainfall for the month has been in defect in all districts except Hast Bengal, 
where the fall has been about normal, Practically little or no rain has been received in 
Orissa, Bihar, Chota Nagpur, and North Bengal, South-West Bengal has averaged only a 
fifth of an inch, while rather more than an ineh hes been received in Hast Bengal. 

During the last day or two of January a barometric depression had appeared over 
North-Western India, and had advanced eastwards, and on the Ist of February a distinct, 
though feeble, barometric depression covered the eastern part of the Gangetic plain, and 
was therefore advancing towards Bengal. On the 2nd instant pressure had fallen briskly 
to rapidly over Bengal, anda distinot barometric depression existed over this area, Tem- 
perature also. rose rapidly, and the night temperatures became in excess by amonnts ranging 
up to nearly 10° at several stations; cloud proportion and humidity also increased rapidly, 
winds became variable in direction, and hight showers were reported at Darjeeling and 
Sibsagar, On the 8rd pressure was still in considerable defect, and light variable winds with 
rather high temperature and humidity still obtained. Light showers on this day were also 
reported in South-East Bongal and at Darjeeling and Silchar. On the 4th conditions 
yemained prsctically unaltered, but on the 5th pressure had inereased rapidly over Bengal, 
the depression had disappeared, and pressure had become in excess. Skies at once began 
to clear, thongh some light local showers were still reported, and a considerable decrease 
in humidi'y occurred, Temperature also began to fall rapidly at the western stations. 
Though the depression had thus passed away from Bengal on this da » yet another 
depression had appeared over North-West India, On the 6th pressure was falling slowly to 
riskly in Bengal, while a rather rapid fall of temperature had occurred. The depression in 
North-Western India had advanced eastwards, and had become deeper, but it was not on 
this day affecting Bengal. On the 7th instant, however, the area of largest defective 
Pressure was rapidly transferred to Bengal, where at Burdwan a defect of 0-14” was 
recorded. This depression again caused a very rapid increase of temperature and humidit 
over Bengal, while cloud proportion also increased quickly, though very little rain fell. 

On the 8th the depression began to pass away in an easterly direction, as pressure was 
falling in South-Rast Bengal and rising elsewhere; the increase in the west of the province 
being brisk. North-westerly winds also began to set in at all except the eastern stations, 
Humidity and temperature, however, stil] remained high, and the mean temperature recorded 
at 8 a.m. on the 8th iustant was usually about 5° to 8° in excess of the normal. On the 9tb, 
&n extremely rapid rise of pressure occurred, the iucrease at some stations equalling about an 
eighth of an duh, aid the barometric depression over Bengal practically entirely filled up. 
This was accompanied by a moderate fall temperature and a rapid reduction in humidity. 
Skies also cleared generally, and no raia had fallen, and north-east monsoon winds set in 
over the whole province. is improvement in the weather was, however, tempora only, 

for on the 10th pressure was falling slowly to briskly over the province, and it ime 
relatively low in North Bihar. On the 11th pressure again fell over a large part of the 

“province, and it beeame in decided defect, though no barometric depression can be said to 

ve formed. Onthe 12th a farther brisk fall of pressure occurred over Bengal, and a 








distinct but rather diffused barometric depression was formed over the rovince, the defect 


renging up to more than 0°15” at some of the south-western stations.

The depression having 
continued to move away in a south-easterly or easterly direction, the cool wave of air in the 
rear of the depression began to affect Bengal from the 14th, on which day a full in the mean 
temperature, ranging up to 7° and 8° at some stations, occurred. Humidity also fell rapidly 
at most stations, and north-east monsoon winds again prevailed. The rise of pressure in the 
rear of the depression af, many statious also exceeded a tenth of an inch. On tie 15th 
ordinary north-east monsoon weather again obtained. 
On the 16tbh,a brisk to rapid {all of pressure occurred over Bengal and the Gangetic 
=. and pressure became in defect by amounts ranging up to 0°12”at Bankipore A 
arometric depression had thus commenced to form, and this was at once accompanied by a 
rapid increase of temperature, ranging up to 4°, 5°, and 6° at some stations, while humidity 
also became high, On the 17th a further brisk fall of pressure occurred, and it became in 
defect by about 0:15.” A rise in the mean temperature, in some cases amounting to 8°, 
occurred on this day, and at some stations the night temperatures were 10° and 12° in excess 
of the normal, while humidity was also extremely high, On the 18th the contre of the baro- 
metric depression had passed south-eastwards, and was over the head of the Bay. The 
changes of pressure on this day were not large, but behind tho depression temperature 
as usual began to fall, and there was also a very rapid decrease in humidity. On the 
19th the small barometric depression still existed in the north-east angle of the Bay, and it 
had given distinotly disturbed weather in South-East Bengal, where many showers fell, and 
where Chittagong had received the remarkably heavy rainfall of 9°25 inches, Pressure was, 
however, generally rising, and it was clear the depression was filling up, Over Bengal gene- 
rally temperature was falling, while humidity was also decidedly low. On the 20th the 
depression continued to exist near Chittagong, but weather was not so disturbed as it had 
been. Temperature and humidity had again fallen, and in certain districts the air became 
unusually dry, and at Calcutta at 10 a.m. on this date the amount of moisture in. the 
atmosphere was only 24 por cent. of the posible saturation, On the Qist pressure was 
increasing briskly over Benguwl, though the depression could be still traced in a feeble form, 
but on this day the cool wave of air following after the depression swept fully over Bengal, 
and a fall in the mean temperature, in some cases rangivg up to 7°, occurred, while humidity 
also continued low. On the 22nd, or the last day of the week, the pressure chavges wero 
nsually small, but the depression had quite disappeared and weather was fine and settled. The 
north-east monsoon winds in Bengal were, however, being partly replaced by southerly winds, 
which were beginning to give increasing temperature and humidity at the southern stations. 
On the 23rd, pressare was rising slowly to moderately, and a brisk increase of temperature 
was also occurring, while winds were rather irregular in direction. A deep barometric de- 
réssion had, however, on this day appeared over the Indus Valley with a centre near 
acobabad, On the 24th this depression was still in existence, and a second independent 
depression appeared over the south of the Puajab. A brisk to rapid increase of pressure 
had ocourred over Bengal, while temperature also increased moderately, and again rather 
irregular wiuds prevailed over the province, On the 25th and 26th conditions still remained 
disturbed over North-Western India, while pressure fell moderately in Bengal, the fall being 
accompanied by a further rise of temperature, Hence on the 26th pressure again became 
relatively low m Bengal, though it can scarcely be said that any barometric depression 
existed, A further slight to brisk decrease of pressure occurred over Bengal and Assam on 
the 27th, and a distinct low pressure area formed over North Bengal. A further moderate 
increase of temperature also occurred, and at several stations the mean temperature recorded 
was about 10° in excess of the normal, but at this time humidity was generally low. Again 
on the 28th pressure fell moderately over Bengal, and a further increase in temperature 
was recorded, and many of the temperatures reported for the 24 hours ending 8 a.m. of the 
28th were 10° and 12° in exoess of the normal, Thus at the following typical stations in 
different districts in Bengal the maximum temperatures on the afternoon of the 27th were 
from about 10° to 12° in excess :—Barisal, Jessore, Mymensingh, Oalcutta, Balasore, Burd- 
wan, Berhampore, Darjeeling, Bogra, Purnea, Darbhanga, Patna, Ranchi, and Chaibassa, 
showing that the abnormal heat wave was very widespread. At Calcutta, at the Chowrin- 
ghee Observatory, on the afternoon of the Sth, a maximum temperature of 100°6° was 
registered and at the Alipore Observatory one of 98'4°. During the last eighteen years, 
since the Alipore Observatory was first started, the highest maximum temperature recorded 
in February has hitherto been only 91:7°, and bence the temperature this year has exceeded 
the previous reeord in February by nearly 7°. On the 29:h, pressuro.continued to fall slowly, 
and it was usually in small to moderate defect, the defect being considerable in North 
Bengal. Temperature was, however, falling, and the abnormal heat wave was not so stroug- 
ly pronounced as on the 28th, Conditions, therefore, for a great part of lebruary were more 
or less abnormal in character, 
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at the extreme western stations, and about 002” in South-East Bengal, fw. 


: Tomporature.—There has been a large excess in the day or maximum temperatares in 
Febroary, aud a small to moderate excess in the night temperatures, The mean avera, 
temperature of the whole province for the month has been in excess by about 8° In 
Assum, on the other hand, temperature has been almost normal. ‘

Ar the close of Tas previons week the distribution of pressure over Northern India was 
somewhat i ilar, and very considerably defective peeore prevailed over Bengal and 
the but up to Saturday woather remained fine. On tho-8th, or the first day 
of the week under review, the pressure changes over Bengal were small, and the area of 

defective pressure still continued strongly pronounced, and into this low pressure area strong 
moist southerly winds were blowing from the head of the Bay.' This was causing a certain 
gal of interaction between the hot, dry north-westerly winds blowing in the interior of 
e province and. the moist winds blowing from the Bay, and as the usual result of such 
interaction, a series of small local storms or nor’-westers occurred, and on the 8th several 
local rain showers’ were reported from various stations. On the 9th and 10th pressure had 

fallen slowly at almost all stations, and-it became in defect by amounts ranging up to 0:15” 

in the north of the province, and hence a distinct barometric depressure had formed over 

Bengaly Rather strong moist southerly winds continued to flow into the province, giving 
a considerable. amount of interaction between the opposing wind systems, followed as 

usual. ye formation of local. storms, anda good many stations again reported showers 

of rain or ‘the 10th and morning of the 11th. On the 11th, the depression over Bengal still 
existed, but as sure was sieing, it was less pronounced than hefore, but again a few 
local storms ith rain occurred. n the 12th, conditions were rather less disturbed, and 
fine settled began to set in, but on the 13th a rapid fall of pressure occurred, 
and conditions were idisturbed, and even up to the close of the week a few local storms 
with rain continued to occur, though the amounts of rain brought by them were usually small. 

At the close of the week pressure was still. slightly to moderately in defect of the normal, 

whilo rature was in excess by from about 2° to 4°, A fairly steady north-westerly and 

westerly wind current was, however, begiwning to flow over the greater part of the province 
on the 14th, which was giving almost cloudless skies with low humidity at all except a few 
of the stations in the east and south-east of the province. 

Pressure.—The mean pressure for the week has been in considerable defect of'the 
normal at all stations, the usual defect being from 0:07" to 0°09". ‘ 

Tempe -Has again been largely above the normal, the excess in the average mean 
temperature for the whole province haying equalled almost 5°; while in such divisions as 
North Bengal, Bikar, and Chota Nagpur, the excess has been more than 5°. ;

Conprtioxs had been slightly disturbed in Bengal for a considerable part of the 
previons week, and small local storms with rain had occurred. On the lich, or the first day 
of the week under review, pressure had risen very slowly over Bougal, though it was still 
in small to moderate defect ; a brisk fall of temperature and humidity also had occurred, 
and the southerly winds blowing at the head of the Bay were disappearing. On the previous 
evening conditions had still remained feebly disturbed, and some local storms had formed, 
and hence on the morning of the 15th a few stations again reported light rain. On the 
16th a moderate to brisk increase of pressure had occurred, and the low pressure area over 
Bengal had almost filled up. Weather was hence becoming more settled, and northerly 
winds were appearing over a large part of Bengal, while the rain showers almost ceased. On 
the 17th tais increase of pressure had ceased, and a fall had commenced, so that pressure was 
again becoming low, while more or less southerly winds were setting in over Bengal. No rain 
was, however, reported in Bengal on the morning of the 17th. The changes on the 18th were 
quite unimportant, but on the 19th a brisk to rather rapid fall of pressure occurred, and 
again a defect of considerably more than a tenth of an inch was reported at several stations, 
A brisk increase of temperature also accompanied the formation of the low pressure area, and 
southerly winds were again blowing from the Bay into the provine?, and on this day a few 
local showers were reported at the eastern stations owing to the interaction of the moist 
southerly winds with the dry laud winds. On the 20th pressure again decreased and became 
in defect by amounts ranging up to a fifth of an inch in North Bihar, and hence a very 
distinct barometric depression existed over this area. Rather strong southerly winds again 
blew at the head of the Bay, bringing up considerable amounts of moisture. Temperature 
also generally rose, and became in decided excess, and disturbed conditions existed in the 
east of the province and in Assam, and Silchar reported a hailstorm during which 253 
inches of rain fell. On the 2lst a brisk to rapid increase of pressure had occurred, but if 
was still in large defect in the northern stations, where it was more than a tenth 
of an inch below the normal. Temperature, on the other hand, coutinued in excess usually 
by from about 8° to 5°, Winds on this day usually varied between westerly and south- 
westerly, and only a few light local showers were reported, 

Pressure,—'The average mean pressure for the week has again been from 0:05" to 0:07" 
below the normal, 

Tomperature.—The mean average temperature for the week for the whole province has 
heen 0°8° in excess of the normal. The actual average temperatures registered in the province 
during the week and the variations from their normal values are, however, best seen in the 
table below, where the average temperature data for nine selected stations in different districts 
of the province are given :—

‘SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL FOR THE WEEK ENDING 8,.m., SATURDAY, 
THE 2811 OF MAROH 1896. 


Ar the close of the previous week conditions over Bengal were very slightly disturbed, 
and a few local storms with rain had been reported at the extreme northern stations and 
also in Assam. A low pressure area which had existed over North Bibar on the 20th had, 
however, practically filled * on the 21st, or the last day of that week. On the 22nd pressure 
was rising rapidly in Bengal, though small defects were still registered; the temperature 
changes were a little variable, but still both day and night temperatures were generally 
in considerable excess of the normal amount. Settled weather prevailed at all stations 
except those in the hills, and the only rainfall reported was a shower at Gnatong. 
On the 23rd the barometer had again risen, and pressure had become in excess ; 
temperature had also generally increased, and was in rather large excess, the variation 
ranging from 4° to 7° and 8° at many stations, Fine settled weather, however, prevailed over 
the whole of Bengal. On the 24th pressure was falling in the east of the province and rising 
at the western stations, while temperature had risen again in almost all districts. Conditions 
had, however become very slightly disturbed, and one or two local storms with rain were 
reported. On the 25th again the pressure changes over Bengal were rather irregular, point- 
ing to continuance of slightly disturbed conditions, and again one or two stations reported 
local storms with rain. At the great majority of stations temperature had fallen rather 
briskly. A brisk rise of pressure followed on the 26th, and an excess ranging up to more 
than a tenth of an inch at the western stations was recorded. Local storms ceased, and 
weather became settled; temperature on the other hand again commenced to increase 
briskly. Rather strong westerly winds also set in giving very low humidities, and at 8 a... 
on this date humidities of only about 20 per cent, of the possible amount were recorded at 
some of the ‘Chota Nagpur stations. On the 27th the pressure changes were variable, as 

ressure was rising in the north and falling in the south of the province, and pressure 
me in excess by amounts ranging up to more than a tenth of an inch at many of the 
northern stations, and this pressure distribution gave strong dry westerly winds over a 
considerable part of the province. These hot dry westerly winds also gave a general excess 
of day temperature over the province, the excess at many stations ranging from 4° to 8°. On 
‘the 28th, or the last day of the week, a brisk to rather rapid fall of pressure occurred, but it 
was still considerably in excess of the normal, Rather strong westerly and south-westerly 
winds again prevailed at all except a few of the extreme eastern and northern stations, 
and the mean temperature remained in excess usually by from about 3° to 5°, 

Pressure—The average pressure for the week has been in excess of the normal in all 
districts, the usual excess ranging from 0°05” to 0-08". 

Temperature.—The average mean temperature for the week has again been unusually 
high, and has been 82° in excess of the normal. The actual temperatures registered 
in the province during the week and the variations from their normal values are, 
however, best seen in the table below, where the average temperature data for nine 
selected stations in different districts of the province are given, Temperatures, it will 
be seen, have been unusually high both in the day and the night :— 


Table showing the excess or defect of the actual mean temperature from the normal for the week 
ending Saturday, the 28th March 1896. 
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Rainfall,—Khulna has received an average fall of 0°16 inch and Darjeeling one of 0°08 
inch. Elsewhere there has been practically no rain.

CONFERENCES OF EDUCATION COMMISSION. 


The Hon’ble Mr. A. M. Boss asked— 


With reference to the following recommendation of the Education Com- 
mission, viz.— 

“ that Conferences (1) of officers of the Education Department, and (2) of such officers 
with managers of aided and unaided schools, be held from time to time for the discussion of 
questions affecting education,” 
will the Government be pleased to state when such Conferences were last 
held; whether their proceedings have been published; whether institutions 
invited to take part in such Conferences are, or will be, allowed to nominate . 
their own representative or representatives as the case may be; and when such 
Conferences may be next expected to be held? 


The Hon'ble Mr. Bouton replied :— 


“Qonferences of one or other of the classes referred to were held in 
1884, 1886, 1887 (one of each class), and 1891. The latest Conference of 
class I was held in 1896, to discuss the question of agricultural education, 


je 











The latest Conference of class II was held in 1895, for 
European School Code. The results of neither Conference have yet been 


plished; but those of the Conference of 1895 are expected to be issued — ; 


immediately. A Conference by correspondence also took place in 1895, when 
the authorities of all Colleges in Bengal, Government, aided and unaided, were 
invited to consider the revision of the Transfer Rules relating to Colleges. 
The results of this were published. 


“Conferences are held when any question of importance arises, mie 
which the advice of Educational Officers or of Managers of aided. and unaided 
institutions is likely to be useful. No such question 1s before the Government 
at present, nor can it be said when the next Conference is likely to be held. 
Since the transfer of large educational duties to District Boards, however, the 
necessity for holding Conferences occurs less frequently than was anticipated in 
1883. 


« When institutions rather than individuals are invited to a Conference, it is 
usual to allow them to nominate their own representatives, unless, in any case, 
the presenco of a particular person. at the Conference is thought desirable.” 


Mr. MORSHEAD’S CIRCULAR. 


The Hon’ble Mr. A. M. Boss asked— 


Has the attention of the Government been drawn to a Circular alleged 
to have been issued by Mr. Morshead, Deputy Commissioner of Purulia, and 
published in the Amrita Bazar Patrika of the 6th instant? While the Circular 
aims at an object which must command public sympathy, does the Government 
consider the means adopted to be legal or justifiable? If not, will it be pleased 
to direct the withdrawal of the Circular. 


The Hon’ble Mr. Corron replied :— 


“The order of the Deputy Commissioner of Manbhum, to which attention 
is drawn by the Hon'ble Member, is published as follows in the Amrita Bazar 
. Patrika of the 6th March:— 


No. 189. 


In future no compromise must bo allowed by any Magistrate in cases in which 
persons complain of wrongful confinement or fraudulent recruitment for purposes of 
emigration without reference to the Deputy Commissioner. 


Dated the 7th December, 1895. 


«The Licutenant-Governor is advised that there is no illegality in these 
orders, and that they are indeed distinctly laudable, the object being to 
control compromises in cases where ignorant coolies are misled by crafty 
recruiters. he Hon'ble Judges of the High Court have laid down in the 
case of Murray versus Queen-Empress, reported in page 103 of Volume XXI 
of the Calcutta Series of the Indian Law Reports, that Courts are to scru- 
tinize the terms of the composition in compoundable cases, and satisfy 
themselves that both parties thereto have, with full knowledge, entered 
into a legal compromise. Mr. Morshead’s order will ensure this being done 
more efiiciently than it would be done if the Subordinate Magistrates, who 
are occasionally hasty in their desire to get rid of a case, were left altogether 
to themselves. ‘They will know that the Deputy Commissioner will scrutinise 
the facts, and they will therefore be unlikely to slur over the case. Moreover, 
it may sometimes beren that Subordinate istrates will allow compromises 
in cases where an offence outside the sections of the law which permit compro- 
mise has been committed. In such cases it is both legitimate and desirable 
that the District Magistrate should advise his subordinates in their procedure 
with a view to prevent miscarriage of justice.” :

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“There are 50 Government senior scholarships—10 of Rs. 25 a month 
and 40 of Rs. 20 a month—open to candidates passing the First Arts Examina- 
tion, There are 152 Government junior scholarships—10 of Rs. 20, 47 of. 
Rs. 15,and 95 of Rs. 10a month—open to candidates passing the Entrance — 
Examination. These were established in 1872. : sis ' 

“There are also 20 senior scholarships of Rs. 10 and Rs. 7 a month, and | 
20 junior scholarships of Rs. 7 a month, limited to Muhammadan candidates. 
These were created in 1886. ' ‘ sat 

- € There are also two senior and three junior scholarships, one of each grade. . 
in either case, limited to female candidates. These were created in 1887. 

“There are also two junior scholarships of Rs. 8 a month each reserved for 
candidates of aboriginal races who pass the Entrance Examination. These. 
were created in 1891. 

“Jt is not thought necessary, in the present advancement of higher 
education in Bengal, to offer any special inducements to candidates reading 
for the M.A. degree. The number of such candidates has increased from 74 in 
1883 to 173 in 1895. : 

“The Education Commission suggested (Report, page 312, No. 14) that 
the assignment for Government scholarships tenable in Arts Colleges should 
not exceed two per cent. of the Provincial grant for education. Phe Provindlal 
expenditure on education in 1894-95 amounted to Rs. 22,76,285 (Report on 
Public Instruction for 1894-95, General Table IV, page vii), two per cent. of 
which would amount to Rs, 45,526. The Provincial expenditure on scholarships 
tenable in Arts Golleges in the same year was Rs. 73,825, which is over three 
per cent. of the Provincial expenditure on education. The Government is not 
prepared to increase the grant for scholarships tenable in Arts Colleges.” 


" DISTRICT BOARD’S RECEIPTS FROM CERTAIN SOURCES. 
The Hon'ble Basu Guru Prosap Sen asked— 


Are the receipts under Cattle Sreqpeny Act and tolls on Ferries made 
over to the District Boards on the introduction of the Local Self-Government 
Act, 1885, plus contributions to the Boards from Provincial revenues, equal in 
amount to the total of all charges on Education, Medical, Famine Works, and 
additional charges on Civil Works; as also charges on several smaller items 
thrown on these Boards on the introduction of the aforesaid Act, and to the .. 
total of the amount by which the Provincial revenues had been since. then 
relieved of these charges ? If not, will the Government be pleased to relieve 
the District Boards of charges over and above the receipts under the aforesaid 
heads, thus enabling them to spend a greater proportion (say one-fifth) of their 
income from the cess levied under Act IX of 1880 in excavating tanks and 
wells, and in otherwise providing for the construction and maintenance of any 
means and appliances for improving the supply of drinking water—one of the _ 
objects for which the cess is levied—than the paltry sum of Rs. 43,000 out 
of an income of Rs. 36 lakhs realised from the proceeds of the cess as in 
the year ending with 3lst March, 1894. . 


The Hon’ble Mr, Ristey replied ;— i 


“In March, 1888, certain charges on account of Education, Medical, Pounds . 
and Ferries were made over to District Boards with the correspondi 
receipts, and a grant from Provincial reyenues was made at the same time so 
as to equalise income and capone’, During the year 1894-95, the. 
expenditure ‘of the Boards under these heads, including Famine Works, 
amounted to Rs. 13,65,928 and their income to Rs. 14, 16,997, leaving a porgine 
of Rs. 51,072. This does not include Civil Works transferred from 
vincial to Local, for each of which sepute allotments haye been made from time - 
totime. During 1894-95 the Boards eat Rs. 63,768 on the improvement of 
water-supply, and in paragraph 48 of the Resolution reviewing the. ey 
on the working of District Boards for that year, each Board was urged to set 
apart at least Ks. 5,000 a year for that purpose. * yer ee Sepa 
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pe eet pendant Gorvu Prosmp Sen asked— :

If not, does not the incidence of the cess fall heavily on the other holders of | 
estates, ially ini districts where a great part of it is held by Government as 
its zamindari? 

The Hon’ble Mr. Botton replied :— 


“The position of the Government in regard to liability to the Zamindari 
Dak cess is explained in the following rule, which will be found on page 39 of 
the Miscellaneous Volume of the Board’s Rules, 1888 :— 

‘Tt has been decided by Government, after consultation with the 

Remembrancer, that the Collector is not a zamindar who pays revenue 
to Government within the meaning of section 3 of Bengal Act VIII of 1862 in 
ct to Government estates, and that in a Government estate under-direct 
management the raiyats are not persons who come under the description of 
s ms paying revenue direct to Government,” such as zamindars : 
farmers mentioned in that section. It is, therefore, held (a) that as in a 
Government estate under direct management there is no sadar jama within the 
meaning of section 5 upon which the rate for Zamindari Dak cess can be 
assessed, no Zamindari Dak cess is payable by such an estate; (d) that in estates 
the property of Government let on farming leases, the farmer is liable to pay 
the assessment; (c) that in estates the property of individuals which are let on 
farming leases, in consequence of the refusal of the pronsiotors to take settle- 
ment, tho farmer is liable; and (d) in the case of estates of the same kind 
as class (c) but managed directly by Government, and not let on mays 
leases, no person is Liable, Under this explanation it is only sadar mal-
